Washington, Oct. 29.—Food pledge week got actively under way 
today with a half million canvassers throughout the country securing 
pledges from 22,000,000 homes for the observance of the food admin- 
istration's directions and advice in food economy which President 
Wilson has endorsed. 


With 
effective enrollment 
of 
families to save food throughout 
the war the United States will be 
able to export all the meat, wheat, 
fats and sugar its allies in Europe 
sorely need to enable them to 
maiiitain their fighting strength. 


W h a t Northcliffe Says. 
Lord Norlhcliffe, head of the Brit- 
ish vva)- mission in the United States, 
place.s the situation before the Ameri- 
can people briefly as follows: 


"The greatest food expei-ts on both 
sides of the Atlantic say there is a 
world shortage of food. The boys who 
are enduring the hell of the trenches 
for our sake cannot hold out if ill fed. 
The situation which we have to face 
right now in this food pledge week, is 
obvious. 
Either the stay 
at 
homes 
must save that the soldiers may get 
their vital needs or the soldiers must 
go short so that they stay at 
homes 
may fatten. 
You cannot have it both 
ways and must make your choice."

TREASURY WANTS 


THE EXACT TOTAL 


Belief is That Five Billion 
Mark Was Passed by 
Big Drive. 


Washingrton, D. C., Oct. 29.—Fur- 
ther figures showing Liberty Loan sub- 
scription totals, the treasury depart- 
ment announced today, will not be 
made public here until November 1. 


This decision was reached when it 
became apparent that the federal re- 
serve banks would be unable to make 
more than approximate returns before 
that time. 


Returns from the second 
Liberty 
Loan campaign reachiner the treasury 
department early today gave no defin- 
ite indication as to the total amount 
subscribed. 
The full measure of the 
nation's response probably will not be 
known definitely before the latter part 
of the week. Treasury ofGcials, on the 
basis of returns at hand were unable 
to say whether subscriptions to the loan 
had passed the $6,000,000,000 mark, 
although they were agreed the chances 
are that the figures approximate this 
amount.

Washington, Oct. 29.—Import- 
ant developments are pending in 
the great war, Secretary Baker in- 
dicates in his official review of last 
week's operations on all fronts, 
which concludes with the brief 
statement that certain units of the 
American forces in France have 
taken theii* places on the battle 
front to complete their training. 


This is the war department's 
first mention of the fact that Gen- 
eral Pershing's men are on the 
firing line. It is the wave of activ- 
ity during the week on nearly 
every front, however, that caught 
the secretary's attention. 


Significant operations 
are in 
pro- 
gress, he says, both eats and west, on 
the Italian fronts in Macedonia, 
Ru- 
mania, Mesopotamia and even in East 
Africa. 
On the western front, he said,

Wilson, in a statement today, urged

body will be asked to become a mem- 
ber of the food administration in order 
to assure nation-wide co-operation in 
food conservation. 


The president said that in no other 
way than through this co-operation of 
the people can the nation accomplish 
its object in the war. 


President's Statement. 
The statement follows: 
"The chief part of the burden 
of 
finding 
food supplies for the peoples 
associated with us in warfare falls for 
the present upon the American people 
and the drain upon supplies on such 
a scale necessarily affects the prices of 
our necessaries of life. 


"Our country, however, is blessed 
with an abundance of foodstuffs and if 
our people Will economize in their use 
of food, providently confining them- 
selves to the quantities required for 
the 
maintenance 
of 
health 
and 
strength; if they will eliminate waste 
and if they will make use of those com- 
modities of which we have a surplus 
and thus free for export larger propor- 
tions of those required for the world 
now dependent upon us we shall not 
only be able to accomplish our obliga-

The powerful Austro-German 
ad- 
vance 
which 
has 
been 
pressing 
through the foothills 
of 
the Julian 
Alps into the plains of northern Italy 
is being kept in check by the Italian 
forces which are faithfully fulfilling 
their duty, it is officially announced 
by the war ofQce in Rome today. 


London advices say the Italians will 
be given all possible aid and that steps 
already have been taken to this end. 
Presumably Italy's only reserves of 
nien and guns have by this time been 
drawn upon in notable volume and 
supplies hurried northward to rein- 
force the Italian armies in the great 
battle raging on the Friuli plains. 


Sweeping down from the mountains 
into the plains of Friuli, the invaders 
have captured Olvídale 
and 
Gorizia 
with 100,000 prisoners and 700 guns. 


Great Britain and France are re- 
ported to be taking steps to give the 
shattered Italian army prompt 
and 
full support. 
What form this aid will 
take 
has 
not 
been 
disclosed. 
The 
French cabinet met last night to de- 
cide upon the manner of co-opei-ation 
on the Italian front. 


Where General Cadorna will make a 
stand is not yet clear, but two posi- 
tions capable of defense are available. 
The Germans have reached the low- 
lands and are but nine miles from 
Udine, Cadorna's general headquarters. 
The railroad running north and south 
through Udine might make a defensive 
line, but the Tagliamento river, eigh- 
teen miles west 
of 
Udine 
probably 
would offer a stronger defense- 


The fall of Gorizia is a serous men- 
ace to the Italian troops holding the 
Carso line southward to the head of the 
Adriatic, but General Cadorna 
still 
would be able to offer stout resistance 
on a line running through Tolmezzo, 
Gemona, Udine, Buttrio and Gradizca. 
The capture of Gradizca by the Teu- 
tonic forces, however, would make a 
retreat from the Carso inevitable and 
also somewhat of a difficulty. 
The 
line of the Tagliamento river, it ap- 
pears, would give the Italians the bet- 
ter natural position from which 
to 
hold the Germans from the Venetian 
plains and the overrunning of northern 
Italy. 


While the whole Isonzo line is in 
grave danger there is also a serious 
threat in the Teuton drive to the Ital- 
ian line In the Carnic Alps and even 
in the Dolomites, north of Belluno.

KIDNAP PREACHER 


Is Stripped, Flogged and 
Abandoned for Offen- 
sive Speech. 


Cincinnati, 
Oct. 
29.—Herbert 
S. 
Bigelow, head of the People's church, 
of this city, one of the leaders of the 
people's council, socialist and pacffist, 
was taken into a dense woods near 
Florence, Ky., shortly before midnight 
last night, tied to a tree and horse- 
whipped by men who wore lonjg robes 
with hoods similar to those described 
as worn by the renowned "Klu Klux 
Klan," according 
to a report 
from 
Florence this morning. 


The report stated that the party, 
with Bigelow as a prisoner, gagged 
and handcuffed, worked its way to the 
center of the woods. 


Here they removed 
the handcuffs 
long enough to disrobe him and then 
tied him to a tree, one of the leaders 
of the party then read from a piece 
of paper he held in his hand, with the 
light of a lantern held by one of his 
assistants reflecting over his shoulder. 
The reader said: 


"In the name of the poor women 
and children 
of Belgium 
this man 
should be whipped." 


Is Terribly Whipped. 


At a given signal another man, clad 
from head to foot in white, stepped 
out of a huge circle that had been 
formed, drew 
a long whip 
of the 
"black 
snake" 
kind 
and 
delivered 
twelve lashes upon the back of Bige- 
low.

HUitEDS ATTEND 


Warren Unstrung by Double 
Tragedy of Mother 
and Babe. 


Warren, Ind., Dot. 80.—^Hundreds of 
Waxren citizens crowded the Methodist 
Episcopal church here Monday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, to attend the funeral 
of Mrs. Albert Border and her year- 
old daughter, who were killed Satur- 
day morning when Mrs. Border gave 
her baby carbolic acid and then drank 
from the same bottle. 


Mrs. Border had been ill for months, 
suffering from a nervous 
disorder, 
which is thought to have affected her 
sanity. 
She forced her baby to take 
the poison and then drained- the re- 
mainder from a two ounce bottle, while 
the two were yet in bed, 
Saturday 
morning. 
The husband, a well to do 
farmer, had arisen early and was out 
on his farm when the wife admin- 
istered the acid to her baby and her- 
self. 


The wife was still alive when Mr. 
Border returned from the farm at 11 
o'clock. 
The husband called a physi- 
cian. 
Mrs. Border died a few minutes 
after the doctor arrived. 


Deep acid burns about the infant's 
mouth shows that the baby fought 
against taking the acid. It is believed 
that the mother watched her child die 
before drinking the poison herself. 


All Warren is stirred in a fashion un- 
known in years by the homicide and 
suicide. Several hundred people visited 
the Albert Border home on Sunday 
afternoon to view the remains of the 
mother and child, who lay in one cas- 
3iet with the baby held in her n\other'8 
arms. 
Practically the entire town will 
attend the funeral services, 
Monday 
afternoon, the sermon for which is to 
be delivered by the Rev. G. B. Work, 
retired Methodist minister of War- 
ren. 


Mrs. Border, aged 30, was Miss lilllle 
Christy before her marriage. 
She was 
the daughter of J. E. Christy and a so- 
ciety leader of Warren. 
She Is sur- 
vived by the husband, her parents, a 
brother, Frank Christy, and two sis- 
ters, Mrs. William Rogers and Miss 
June Christy, all of Warren. 


The husband, who has made every 
effort to Improve his wife's failing 
health during the past six months, is 
overcome by the tragedy. 
On Satur- 
day afternoon he tore his hair in agony 
as he paced the floor of the home. 


Burial of Mrs. Border and the baby, 
which had taken its first step in learn- 
ing to walk on the day before the awful 
tragedy, will be in 
the 
Woodlawn 
cemetery at Warren, 


Many from Genera. 


A special interurban car brought six- 
ty citizens from Geneva to attend the 
funeral of Clarence Adslt, 31, former 
Warren man, who was found dead, 
supposedly a suicide, at Monroevllle, 
last Friday, and whose burial ceremony 
was conducted from the Church of 
Christ in Warren, Sunday afternoon. 


Adsit, who was reared in Warren, 
and whose wife was a daughter of 
Isaiah Barnes, of this place, had lived 
In Geneva several years before his 
death. 
He Is survived by the wife and 
two small children. 
He had moved 
his household goods to Monroevllle and 
was aiding in drilling a gas well when 
his body was found Friday, at the well, 
with a gas emitting pipe held close to 
his mouth.

"SPÜRLOS VERSENKT." 


The reason the j^eople of Fort Wayne are 
not now enjoying the benefit of a 6-cent maxi- 
jiium rate for electric current is because the 
&tate utilities board will not permit it. 
We 
take it that about every one in this city under- 
• i-tands the situation. 
The act of 1913 creat- 
i2ig- a public service commission in Indiana 
gives that board the authority to fix the 
rates charged by public utilities for the serv- 
ice they render. This applies to utilities pub- 
licly ov>^ned and operated—as for instance the 
Port Waynfe municipal light and power works 
^—equally with private corporations furnish- 
ing such public service. 


Early in the year 1916 the city government 
of Fort Wayne found that the earnings of the 
city lighting plant were such as not only to 
prudently allow but actually, in justice to the 
people, to dictate a reduction of the maximum 
rate from 7 cents to 6 cents. Application was 
made to the public utilities board for sanction 
Df the lower rate. That sanction could not be 
obtained because the competitor of the city 
lighting enterprise represented that such a 
rate deduction would be injurious to itself. 
.When the state legislature met at the begin- 
ning rof the present year Mayor Hosey had a 
bill prepared that would exempt municipal 
enterprises rendering public service from the 
strangle-hold the Indiana public service law 
had upon utilities publicly owned and oper- 
ated. The enactment of that law would have 
enabled the city government of Fort Wayne 
to fix rates for electric current at such figures 
as it could afford without reference to any 
other circumstances. 
The result would have 
been that long ago the proposed reduction 
would have begun to keep money in the 
pockets of users of electric current. 


Initial favor was found for the Fort Wayne 
relief bill in the legislature. It was the pros- 
pect that the bill would be reported favorably 
out of committee, 
'ihen the bill was quietly 
made way with. 
Nothing was heard of it. 
The legislature went on to the close of the 
session and the people of Fort Wayne were 
denied the benefit of the lower electric rate 
the measure would have vouchsafed. 
Ten 
thousand patrons of the city light and power 
works for six months have been compelled to 
pay 15 per cent more for their current than 
- is necessary for the sole reason that the muni- 
cipal government is not permitted to reduce 
thé rate to them. All the patrons of the trac- 
tion current are forced to go into their 
pockets to pay a similar excess, because the 
city lighting department fixes the price of 
electric current in Fort Wayne, so long as it 
is a free agent of the people. 


What happened to the bill? Why have the 
people,been forced to pay thousands of dol- 
lars mbre for their use of electric current in 
their homes than they should have paid? 
What has so worked against their personal in- 
terests, their prosperity, their pocketbooks ? 


Spurlos versenkt—"sink without trace"— 
that is the word that went down the line from 
'one man in Fort Wayne to one man in the 
Indiana législature. 
And that good bill was 
torpedoed—destroyed in committee. The man 
in Fort Wayne did it.

"People have been building aque- 
ducts—and for the very same purpose 
to supply cities with water—for more 
than 3,000 years. 
One of the most 
historic, aqueducts supplied water to 
the ancient city of Rome. 
But this 
new Catskill Aqueduct Is especially 
notable because of the wonderful engi- 
neering work that had to be done in 
constructing it; next to the building 
of the Panama canal it is considered 
the greatest piece of engineering work 
in the world."

a tunnel, about 16 feet in diameter, cut 
through solid rock. 
A part of this 
tunnel runs under the Hudson river, 
about 1,000 feet below the bottom of 
the river. 
Another part runs the en- 
tire length of Manhattan island, a dis- 
tance of 18 miles, through solid rock, 
making It the longest continuous tun- 
nel in the world. 
More than 400,000 
pounds of dynamite were exploded in 
blasting the way for the tunnel under 
New York city, hundreds of feet be- 
low the Btreej.s, the great high build- 
ings and the subway trains." 


"You said it was mountain water 
that is being supplied to the people of 
New Torlf, but you didn't tell us how 
the water is collected," said Jimmy. 


How the Water Is Collected. 


"Glad you spoke of that," answered 
Uncle Harry, "because that Is especial- 
ly Interesting and the work done In 
building that part of the system is par- 
ticularly Important.

Indianapolis, Ind., Oct. 29.—A new 
system of rate fixing for public utili- 
ties which automatically increases the 
dividends to stockholders in 
propor- 
tion to the reduction of rates to the 
consumer was ordered put into cffect 
today by the 
Indiana public service 
commission 
for 
the 
Hydro-Elcctric 
Light and Power company, supplying 
electricity at Connersville. 
The 
new 
system is revolutionary in this country, 
but is said to have been tried in Ox- 
ford, England, 
and other 
cities of 
European countries, according to the 
order, a basic rate ia fixed by the com- 
mission in the usual way. 
After that 
is fixed, for every 10 per cent reduc- 
tion is rate to the consumer by means 
of economy and increased efficiency in 
the plant the company is authorized to 
increase 
the returns 
to the 
stock- 
holder f r o m % to 1 per cent.

other hand for every 10 per c e r t in- 
crease In 
rates the returns 
to the 
stockholder are to be reduced froin 
to 1 per cent.

Warren "Unstrung by Double 


' Tragedy of Mother 


and Babe. 


Warren, Ind., Oct. 28.—Hundreds of 


Warren citizens crowded the Methodist 
Episcopal church here Monday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock, to attend the funeral 
of Mrs. Albert Border and1 her year- 
old daughter, who were killed Satur- 
day morning when Mrs. Border gave 
her baby carbolic acid and then drank 
from the same bottle. 


Mrs. Border had been ill for months, 


suffering from a nervous disorder, 
which is thought to have affected her 
sanity. She forced her baby to take 
the poison and then drained the re- 
mainder from a two ounce bottle, while 
the two were yet In bed, Saturday 
morning. The husband, a well to do 
farmer, had arisen early and was out 
on hia farm when the wife admin- 
istered the acid to her baby and her- 
self. 


The wife was still alive when Mr. 


Border returned from the farm at 11 
o'clock. The husband called a physi- 
cian. Mrs. Border died a few minutes 
after the doctor arrived. 


Deep acid burns about the Infant's 


mouth shows that the baby fought 
against taking the acid. It is believed 
that the mother watched her child die 
before drinking the poison herself.

When the full strength of America's 


new army Is ranged on the battlefront 
of France, negro troops will make up 
approximately one-eleventh of the 
men under the Stars and Stripes. 


Although negro soldiers from Africa 


or the West Indies have - fought in 
many European struggles, and follow- 
ed some of the greatest commanders, 
from Hannibal to Napoleon, tho Amer- 
ican contingent is by far the largest 
negro army ever mustere'd on Eu- 
ropean soil. 


Since the beginning of the war both 


France and Britain havo employed 
African troops on the western front. 
Their fighting record has been bril- 
liant, especially that of tha French 
Senegalese. 


While the new American negro units 


will be commanded to a greater degree 
than ever before by men of their own 
race, tho bulk of the officers will be 
white men. This is also true of tho 
French and British and Italian negro 
battalions. 


Uncle Sain has in the regular army 


four negro regiments which have been 
raised to war strength and now num- 
ber close to 7,000' men. 
Two are cav- 


alry and two infantry. The cavalry 
are the Eleventh, o£ Carranza fame, 
and the Ninth, of which an American 
general once said after seeing the fa- 
mous French cuirassiers, supposed to 
bo the orack regiment of the world: 
"If I had to go 1,000 yards through 
hell, I would rather havo tho Ninth 
cavalry back of me than anything I 
over saw." 
The regular army negro 


regiments are officered exclusively by 
AVhlto West Pointers. 


The following negro national guard 


units are now in tho federal service 
and officered exclusively by colored 
officers: 


First separate Connecticut com- 


pany, 90 men, 1 officer; First separate 


men, 
11 officers; -Eighth Illinois regi- 


ment, 1,956 men, 78 officers; First sep- 
arate Maryland company, 160 men, 3 
officers; Fifteenth New York infantry 
regiment, 2,053 men, 54 officers; Ohio 
Ninth separate battalion,' 1,532 men, 48 
officers; First separate Tennessee com- 
pany, 112 men, 3 officers; First sepa- 
rate Massachusetts company, 150 men, 
3 officers. Total, 6,641; 201 officers.

trust, has already been argued twice, 
so the next time 
will be tho third; 


then the court will have to ponder 
theso arguments, which may postpone- 
the decision until Germany has been 
defeated. 


The leading cases for the supreme i 


court are this International Harvester 
case, tho United States Steel corpora- 
tion case, the prosecution of the Unit- 
ed Shoo Machine company and the so- 
called anthracite cases against the Le- 
high Valley and 
Reading railways, 


brought to sever tho connections be- 
tween the railroads and tha mining 
industry. 


The government charges that con- 


trol of both mines and transportation 
enabled these railway companies to 
monopolize tho coal supply and to 
charge exorbitant prices. 


The Shoe 
Machinery company is 


charged with monopolizing the shoe 
manufacturing industry by Its control 
of patents on she machinery, which 
is leased rather than sold to those who 
use it. 


The suits against the Steel trust are 


based on the familiar charge that the 
United States Steel corporation ia able 
to restrain trade by reason of its con- 
trol of ore beds, steamship lines and 
railroads, as well as the mills which 
fabricate the finished article. For 
years, it is charged, the Steel corpora 
tion has fixed tho price and controller 
th* market. 


The supreme court probably f<*els 


that war timo is no lime to hand down 
derision in "trust' busting" prosecu- 
tions. The war has radically changed 
•>vpry condition tourhint; those indn?;- 


tries. These "trust busting" cases are 
as out of date as a stage coach beside 
a railroad train. 


The government has assumed direct 


control of the coal industry all over 
tho country; so why fuss about tho 
connection between the Reading and 
Lehigh Valley -railroads and 
tho 


mines T Tho government is fixing the 
price of steel by decree under special 
war laws; so why attempt to restore 
competition In the steel industry for 
tho purpose oi regulating tho price? 
The government has used every in- 
centive to increase agricultural pro- 
ducts and Is prepared to go into tho 
market and subsidize agricultural 
machinery if necessary; so why fuss 
about prices charged by the Harvester 
company? 


In view of these facts, the .United 


States supreme court has asked the 
olicitor general to reargue tho Icad- 
ng trust cases.

Education—We

vided state of the church. ' The Chris- 
tian church Is divided because men 
have forced their own interpretations 
upon the Bible instead of accepting its 
teachings. A'Union of churches well- 
pleasing to God can -be attained only 
when there Is a readiness to reject all 
teaching which docs not agree with 
the Scriptures. We hold that the 
church union movement of our day is 
in great part a manifestation of the 
spirit of indiftcrcntism, which pro- 
ceeds from the- assumption that it 
docs not matter crcatly what a person 
believes, and that tho Bible Is not suf- 
ficient to settle every point of doctrine. 


Separation of Church and State— 


We hold that the separation ot church 
and state guaranteed to our republic 
in its fundamental law is one ot our 
highest temporal possessions, 'and is, 
moreover. In harmony with the teach- 
ing of Scripture and with tho Lutheran 
confessions. As Christians, as Luther- 
ans, and as good citizens, we view with 
concern the attempts which especially 
the Roman Catholic church is making 
to override this fundamental law of 
tho land, since the history of this 


church shows that it has employed 
temporal power for the suppression of 
all other forms of religion, and that 
such mingling; of. church and state 
has brought in its train internal strife, 
demoralization of industry, and the 
loss of civil liberties. AVe are opposed 
to the granting ot state funds towards 
the support of Catholic schools, and 
would urge the Inspection of Roman 
Catholic institutions of a charitable or 
Industrial, nature in conformity with 
tho laws that require the inspection of 
factories and of penal and charitable 
institutions.

For the church, its duty in the 
matter ends when it teaches tho sin- 
fulness of the misuse of liquor, and 
through the sanctifying power of the
